Before a jury of bis peers Bill De 
Coursey, the mine blacksmith, who 
shot and killed John Miner, btedrunk- 
en comrade, tbe night of May 27, in 
Conesviile liollow, was placed on trial 
in common pleas court this morning. 
The crime will be rememoered by 
readers of THE AGE as being the out- 
come Of a quarrel when tbe men were 
returning home from Coshocton. Both 
were under tbe influence of liquor. 
DeCoursey always carried a revolver, 
and on this occasion used it. He was 
arrested and brought to Cosbocton, 
where a special grand jury'indicted 
him for murder in tbe second degree. 
Hon. J. C. Adams, W. K. Pomerene 
were appointed to defend him and 
Captain James was also secured as 
an attorney. Prosecutor Wheeler is 
representing the state. 
The courtroom'was well Oiled with 


Coshocton people when the hands of 
the clock in the tower pointed to half- 
past eight. 
Conesville people were 
:ilso there, men who bad known De- 
Coursey the greater part of his life, 
but who have shunned him since 
that cold, wet night be sent a bullet 
crashing through Miner's brain. 


Dressed in a complete new outfit 
ami appearing anything but Lhe man 
who was staring into the 
gates 


of the penitentiary, DeCoursey was 
brought in by Sheriff.Hedge and given 
a comfortable chair. He has been 
worrying over his troubles, but his 
face showed no signs of agitation if it 
was there. The man's pathway has 
not been strewn with roses, and the 
influences of many years of toil are in- 
dellibly stamped on bis countenance. 
Mrs. DeCoursey came to town this 


morning and for the first time since 
the crime was committed saw her hus- 
band. When she entered the court- 
room she walked to where he was seat- 
ed and 
grasping him by tbe hand 
shook it warmly. Taking her seat be- 
side him she remained there during 
the day. 
Mrs. Miner, dressed in deep mourn- 
ing and showing evidences of tbe grief 
she has felt since the tragedy, attract- 
ed general attention as she took a 
seat near Prosecutor Wheeler. 
She 


was accompanied by the sister of John 
Miner, Mrs. L. J. LaTourette, of Den- 
nison. John Miner, the oldest son of 
the murdered man. was in the audi- 
ence with a number of friends. 
The work of securing a jury took up 


more time than was expected.

Marks and R. B. Finlay left the box 
ou peremptory challenges, and a num- 
ber of others were excused for cause. 
At 9:54 o'clock Deputy Clerk Hill 
swore the jury. The members of the

Judge Eason instructed tbe jury 
that they were to listen to no conver- 
sation regarding the case and were to 
have no discussion with each other on 
it. The Judge also admonished tbe 
audience to make no remarks concern- 
ing the case in the presence of jurors, 
and pointed out that it was an offense 
against tbe state. *to 


A recess of five minutes was taken 


and during that time some of De- 
Coursey'sold time friends sought his 
ide and shook hands. He bad little 
to say and with a - smile remarked 
that be had a pretty good boarding 
house now. 


THE STATEMENTS. 


Attorneys Exptaia to the J«ry the Nature 


of the Case. 


When Judge Eason rapped for order 
he called upon Prosecutor Wheeler to 
make his statement to the jury. The 
prosecutor read the indictment and 
said: 
"The 
state 
expects 
to 
show 
that DeCoursey and Miner 
were 


guing 
toward 
their home along 
tl e railroad. They came to a culvert, 
and DeConrsey insisted on Miner 
crossing, and flourishing a revolver 
said he would blow out bis brains if 
he did not."' 


The scuffle was detailed and the 


act ions of DeCoursey after the shoot- 
ing were given. "After he crossed 
the trestle DeCoursey came back to 
where tbe body lay and said to tbe 
crowd as he flourished a knife,"If you 
want to see his heart I'll kick it out 
«r cut it out-"' 


Attorney Adams made the state- 
ment for tbe defense- 
He expressed 
con'idence in the jury and said: 
"To this indictment tbe defendant 


has plead not guilty, and we expect 
to show to yon by the testimony from 
the witness stand that William De- 
Coursey is not guilty.'"

TESTIMONY. 


Doctor Marshall Was the First Placed eo the 


S<23U. 


Doctor F. AI. Marshall, tbe coroner, 
was the first witm- s called.* 
'On tbe25tb of Aiay 1 received infor- 
mation that a murder haxl be»:n com- 
mitted at Conesville, and I went 
there with the sheriff and chief of pc- 
lice. We went west of Conesvillle, 
about three quarters of a mile. We 
tound a body lying along tbe railroad 
track. 
I found 
a wound on the 
skull. I ordered the body taken to 
the residence. 1 learned the body was 
John R. Miner." 


Photographs of tbe place where the 
xxly lay were shown the doctor by 
Prosecutor Wheeler, and he showed 
the jury where the body lay. Mr. 


Pomerene asked tr-e doctor to describe 
the place where the body lay, and the 
examination continued- Prosecutor 
questioned him regarding the 
sur- 


•onndings of the spot were tbe body 
a y, and the photographs offered in 
evidence. 
•I searched the body and ordered it 
aken to the residence." continued 
;he coroner, "and the next day I con- 
ducted an autopsy, assisted by"Doctor 
HcClain and Doctor Caton. We found 
,wo wounds, one about an inch in 
ront of the upper part of the left ear 
and the other just below the ear." He 
described tbe course of tbe bullet and 
hen asked for it produced two en- 
velopes. These he banded to tbe 
>rosecotor who opened one, and tak- 
ng from it a piece of lead asked if it 
was tbe bullet that had lodged in the 
temporal Done. He described .the 
jther wound showing that the bullet 
lad passed through the brain and 
pdged on the right side of the skull. 
3e identified the piece of lead and 
be bullets were introduced as evi- 
dence. 
"What would you say caused the 
leath of John MinerV" asked the 
prosecutor. 


'A pistol bullet passing through 


115-. jrain. Death was caused by the 
bullet which entered in front of the 
ear." 
"We got to the place where the 


>ody was about 10 o'clock," said 
Doctor 
Marshall 
in 
answer 
to 
Attorney Pomerene. "Our lanterns 
did not afford a very good light. In 
earching the body we found his pock- 
ts empty. We found only one wound 
,hat night." 
"Doctor, was that second wound 


sh-re at all that nUtat?" 
'•I don't know." 
"And you 
were searching for 


wounds?" 
"I was.v 
The doctor indicated on his own 


head where the bullet bad entered, 
and where it was found. 
"It lodged 


n the rear part of tbe brain, a little 
above tbe ear." He was closely ques- 
tioned about the lower wound, and 
said that wound was an external one. 
There was blood on that whole side of 
.•he head, and either would produce 
all the blood he saw there. 
In redirect examination the doctor 


said there were powder marks around 
each wound. 


Mr. Pomerene—Isow 
doctor 
al- 


hough you made a careful examina- 
:ion tbatnigbt you did not discover 
powdar marks around tbe upper 
wound? 
•I didn't discover any powder 


marks until the next day." 
Doctor Jesse McClain was the next 
witness. He bad assisted in tbe au- 
topsy, and described at length the 
wounds on Miner's body. He men- 
ioned tbe powder marks, and bullet 
loles and two other wounds. "Death 
was undoubtedly produced by the 
bullet wound producing shock. 
It 


would be instantaneous." 
In answer to Mr. Pomerene Doctor 


McClain said tbe wound that caused 
death was the upper one and it ex- 
tended upward and backward. 
The 


other bullet wound was like the other, 
upward and backward. There was 
some blood, but it was not so notice- 
ble because of the powder marks. Any 
careful examination before the face 
was wash ad would disclose the pres- 
ence of the powder marks. 
Doctor Caton came next. He de- 


scribeS the post mortem and the 
wounds as had the two physicians who 
preceded bJin. While the doctor was 
talking 
DeCoursey watched him 


through eyes that almost closed, but 
Mrs. DeCoursey wasalert,and listened 
carefully to every word. 
Dr. Caton said the directon taken 


by tbe bullets was similar, and there 
were powder marks.The wound which 
penetrated tbe brain was below the 
hair line. 
Mr. Pomerene asked him a number 


of questions regarding 
the powder 
stains. 
"Was there anything to indicate 


which wound be first received?"asked 
the attorney. 
"•There was not." 
"Could you see two distinct sets o 
powder a arks?" 
'•I could." 
Lewis GWilliams followed the doc- 
tor. He te the husband of the woman 
who witnessed tbe quarrel and is an 
old man. 


"I live nearly a mile and a half 
southwest of Conesviile," be said, -on 
the branch that runs to Davis' coal 
mine. I live about 35 or 40 steps from 
where tbe difficulty between DeCour- 
sey and Miner occurred." lie was 
shown tbe photographs to point out 
tbe place for the jury, but he had foi- 
gotten his (classes. A pair were bo»- 
rowed and he could see "fairly well." 
he said. 


"I beard a noise," he continued, 


"and"" went to tbe window. I saw 
Miner and DeCoursey walking up tbe 
railroad. They came to the trestle, 
I'eCuursey talking very loud. 
De- 
Conrsey was behind Miner with a re- 
volver in his band telling him, -Go on 
or I'll blow your damn brains out.' 
Finally they got up to the trestle 
and he repeated it several times. 
Therf I 
saw him 
hit Miner 


who fell 
down by a pile of ties, 


fie crawled back on the railroad and 
DeCoursey repeated for him to go on. 
He didn't and DeCoursey hit him 
again and he fell down. DeConrsey 
followed him lucking him. I couldn't 
see what they were doing but they 
were in a squabble and then DeCour- 
sey began shooting. Miner rolled off 
and DeCoursey got up. Cupps and 
Howard Jones were coming toward 
him. DeToursey held Lhe revolver in 
iis hand and told them not to come. 
[ went down to where the difficulty 
occurred. DeCoursey had crossed the 
trestle but he came back and stood 
there. He said ne c«mld kick the 
heart out of Miner if any one wanted 
to see it. Then he took his knife out 
and paraded around. He went up the 
track and that was the last I saw of 
of DeCoursey that night." 
This was all the prosecutor wanted 


from the witness and court adjourned 
until one o'clock. Judge Eason point- 
ed out that tbe jurv would not be 
separated and would be taken care of 
by Sheriff Hedge. The sheriff took 
DeConrsey to jail, the prisoner not 
casting eve-n a glance in sthe direction 
of his wife as he arose to go. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


iwilliaBS Cofl'mmed His Testimony After the 


CoBrt Had Issued an Order. 


When court convened this after- 


noon Captain James said tbe jury pb- 
ected to being held together during 
.be time of trial. Judge Eason said 
that be had acted on 'the statute 
which provides that there be no sepa- 
•utton of tbe jury unless tbe right is 
waived. Prosecutor Wheeler hastened 
to waive his right, and Mr. Pomerene 
>aid the defense had implicit faith in 
,he jury. Judge Eason gave the order, 
and the jury will be allowed to come 
and go as in otner cases. 
"It was not more than a second be- 
;ween the snots,"' said Witness Guil- 
iams. "Miner was lying on his back. 
Jlood was coming from his nose and 
TOCI under his ear. He did not move." 
"I have lived at the mines two 
months, coming from Holmes county 
where I did nothing,'' he said in ans- 
wer to Captain James. 
"The men 
were right below my house in the 
middle of the road when I first saw 
•hem." He pointed out the place on 
,he photograph. "It was a little un- 
usual to hear loud noises."' 


Captain James quoted from the tes- 
limony '"if tbe witness before the cor- 
oner to show he said loud noises were 
not unusual. 
He did not have his 
glasses on, but he can see well at that 
distance. 
"You have a little feeling in this 
case, you and your wife." 
"I object," said the prosecutor. 
"Well, arn'tyou unfriendly to this 
witness?" asked the captain. 
'!No-1 am not"' 
*Don"t the miners stand in togeth- 
er as against other people?" 
"So 1 can't say they do. They are 
enerally friendly. I have seen De- 
Coursey and Miner together and they 
were friendly. I know no reason why 
DeCoursey should shoot at Miner.'" 
Captain James' cr.-ss examination 


was severe, and the witness was on 
.bestand when the report of THE 
AGE closed.

STORY OF A FAILURE 


CircMSfuces That Brought B 


naocial Difficulties. 


FOft LIVERYMAN LLOYD POCOCK 


i AccMMMf Was Made F«r Eifkteea 


fersts Seat to Cleveland awl the 


Lloyd W. Pocock, tbe liveryman 
and horse buyer who is known not on- 
ly in Cosbocton county, but whose ac- 
quaintance extends throughout cen 
tral and Eastern Ohio, worked nard to 
prevent 
tbe financial crash under 
bich he was this week buried, but 
circumstances were against him. Tbe 
story of Mr. Pocock's failure is as in- 
teresting as it is complete. 
Mr. Pocock was engaged in tbe liv- 
ery business in Coshocton for many 
years, and succeeded in building up a 
paying trade. He purchased a pleas- 
ant borne at Third and Walnut and 
bad tbe confidence ef tbe public as an 
bones t man. 
His connection with 
politics was not active, but be was 
elected to place on tbe board of water 
works trustees and is filling it with 
credit. He worked bard, and the 
claim of extravagance could not be 
laid at bis door. He was careful in 
business, and when he looked after 
" "s affairs he was prosperous. 
His 
.rouble came when he entrusted them 
to others. 


Sometime ago. be says, he enter 
ed into an agreement with a Cleve- 
land man by which they were to bur 
and sell horses. Mr. Pocock was un- 
der the impression that this partner- 
ship extended only so far as tbe divis- 
ion of the profits was concerned but 
ibe Cleveland party appears to have 
ooked upon tbe agreement as a full 
and complete partnership. Mr. Po- 
cock bought the horses, borrowing 
,he money from the Commercial bank 
n this city. They were shipped to 
Cleveland where they were soid. The 
books of tbe partnership were kept in 
hat place and for a time remittances 
fere prompt and tbe business was 
satisfactory. Then came a change. 
Che profits were not what they should 
have been, Mr. Pocock claims, and 
money was slow in coming. Eighteen 
horses that had been sent to Cleve- 
and were not accounted for, and Mr. 
"•ocock began to investigate. He savs 
te found that soon after his horses 
had been sent to Clevelaed a similar 
number had been sold in Detroit at 
>rices which, to say the least, did not 
ustify the continuance of the part- 
nership. 
Securing four horses in the 
city he drove them back to Coshoc- 
ton. But they were not allowed to 
remain here " long. The Cleveland 
man learned of their determination, 
and acting on the ground that as a 
partner in the business, not only in 
,he profits, he was entitled to half 
the property, he obtained possession 
jf two horses. One was a valuable 
trotter. 
This action led to the appointment 


)f a receiver and the winding up of 
.hepartnership. Mr. Pocock was al- 
•eady involved because of the busi- 
ness to the extent of about 32.500 and 
the winding up of affairs raised the 
amount to about $4.000. He could not 
endure this financial drain and went 
to the wall. 
Mr. Pococfc said his misfortune sim- 


ply cleaned him up. His house was 
nortgaged and with his business will 
have to go toward liquidating the 
claims against him. He will not have 
a dollar with which to renew the bat- 
tle of life when bis affairs are finally 
ettled and his creditors have been 
paid from the amount his property 
will bring when put up for sale. 
It is by no means a pleasant position 
'or a business man who has worked 
ong and bard to keep ahead of the 
desperate game we all call Life.

the 
Massachusetts and Secretary 


Long issued a stringent order that 
hereafter no

through Hell Gate except under con- 
ditions of exceptional emergency. 


Without the assistance of :> pilot, 


and to demonstrate that a first-class 
battleship could be navigated through 
Hell Gate successfully. Captain Henry 
M. Manner took the big battleship 
through the narrows. It was the flrst 
time in the history of the navy that 
k. war vessel of this class ever at- 
tempted the feat, and river craft and 
•bores were black with spectators. 
The successful passage of the ship 
through the dangerous water of Hell 
Gate proves that in case of hostilities 
with a foreign power a battleship of 
the same draught, if she passed the 
fortificatioBS of Willetr Point and 
Port Schuyler. cou!d repeat the per- 
formance of the Massachusetts. 


Will Be Launched July 4. 


"Washington, June 21.—Civil govern- 


ment will be established in the Phil- 
ippine Islands July 4. Judge Wil- 
liam H. Taft will be designated as 
civil governor. He will remain at the 
head of the Philippine commission, 
which is to be continued. The order 
creating tim civil governor will be 
issued bjevtise president through the 
secretary of var. Further details re- 
garding the new government are yet 
to be worked out. The Fourth of July 
Is not selected with a view of having 
an extraordinary inauguration of the 
new government, but simply because 
that is the great American holiday 
and is deemed by the administration 
a good day upon which to locate what 
Is believed to be an auspicious event 
in the history of the Philippines.

Washington June 21.—Justice Brad- 


ley. In the equity court, denied the ap- 
plication of Lone \Voif and other In- 
€iaas for an Injunction against the 
•ecretary of thr> interior to restrain 
him from opening the Kiowa. Co- 
manche and Apache Incfian lands in 
Oklahoma to settlement. Counsel for 
the Indians immed:ateiy gave notice 
of a special appeal to the district 
court of appeals. Now that the case 
is decided it is believed the president 
in about 10 days will issue his proc- 
lamation, opening to settlement the 
Kiowa, Comanche. Apache and Wich- 
ita, lands.

Ottine, one Mexican »:is killed while 
resisting arrest. June 13 a Mexican 
was killed at Be!mont -and another 
was wounded while resisting arrest. 
June 17 a party o; raagers under 
Lieutenant Sanders, ne^r Benavides, 
in a running fight killed one Mexican, 
wounded another and captured one. 


An additional posse of 20 men left 


this city for Cotulla by special train 
to aid in searching the thicket in 
which Cortez is thought to be. The 
party went heavily armed and took 
bloodhounds to send into the thicket 
to rout the outlaw. Cotulla is SO miles 
from San Antonio and 50 miles from 
the Mexican border. The dogs were 
taken in response to an urgent mes- 
sage from that point. 


Cotulla advices state that Gregoria 


Cortez, the alleged slayer of Sheriffs 
Morris and Glover, is within a few 
miles of Cotulla. but had not been 
captured. 
Tuesday information was 


received that the Mexican outlaw was 
headed toward Cotulla from Camp- 
beUton. That evening Sheriff Vann 
of Keer county, with bis posse on a 
special train, arrived at Cotulla and 
was joined by Sheriff Hill and his 
posse. They went to Tvrohig and from 
there down the river to cut off Cor- 
tez's escap'e. Sheriff Kinsel wired 
Deputy Maltzberger that his posse 
was on a hot trail near Millett and 
that Cortez had been seen but es- 
caped. Maltzberger and \V. C. Camp- 
hell struck his trail about five miles 
from Cotulla and followed him where 
he had cut several v.-lre fences. 


Bloodstains showed that Cortez's 


horse was about exhausted and un- 
able to jump. Tae pursuing party 
found the little mare that Cortez had 
been riding. She was badly fagged- 
Cortez's trail then led into a dense 
thicket covering hundreds of acres. 
No trail was found leading from there 
and the bandit is supposed to be hid- 
ing in the toickct. A large posse, 
headed by Sheriffs Avant, Kinsel and 
others arrived at Cotulla by train and 
left for this thicket with strong hopes 
for the speedy capture of Cortez. 


The horse found is undoubtedly the 


one ridden by Cortez, who came from 
near Tilden through the Dull, Irvin, 
O'Connor, Lane and Johnson ranches, 
cutting fences as he fled. The posse 
which sighted Cortez says his cloth- 
ing was in tatters and he had thrown 
away his rifle but kept his pistols. 


Liberals Hopelessly Divided. 


London, June 20.—Herbert H. Aa- 


quith, the former Liberal home secre- 
tary, speaking at a Liberal dinner, 
protested against the pro-Boer reso- 
lutions adopted at Queen's hall being 
accepted as a pronouncement of the 
Liberal party. He said Boer independ- 
ence was impossible, and said the Lib- 
erals favored a free, federated South 
Africa, on the lines of Canada and 
Australia. 
Mr. Asquila further said 


that Liberals holding his views had 
been branded as schismatics, but they 
had not changed their views, had al- 
ways condemned the war policy, and 
that they considered it must now be 
the judgment of history. Mr. Asquith 
said that at the beginning of the war 
he believed it -sras possible to restore 
the status of the two South African 
republics, but that he was cow a re- 
luctant convert to the necessity of 
annexation. Mr. Asquith's speech has 
hopelessly divided the Liberals, and 
the Conservatives are happy.
